Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Work  completed  in  1902,  and  to  supply 
statistical  tables  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Zymotic  Disease 
during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  whole  district 
is  27,  being  a  death  rate  of  9.51  per  1000. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the 
district  being  70,  a  birth  rate  of  23.77  per  1000. 

Childswickham- — 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  upon  the  water 
supply  with  a  view  to  the  works  being  taken  over  by 
the  Council,  but  the  owner,  Mr.  Bazley,  finally  decided 
to  retain  and  maintain  them.  The  supply  is 
satisfactory. 

Ashton-under-Hill — 

The  northern  slope  of  the  village  has  been 
provided  with  a  new  sewer,  and  the  open  ditch  near  the 
White  Hart  Inn,  filled  in.  There  remains  a  few  house 
connections  to  be  made. 

The  village  Board  Schools  have  been  newly 
ventilated  with  Tobin  Tubes  and  Boyles’  Exhaust 
Ventilators. 


Wil  Jersey 


The  ditches  at  the  lower  end  of  the  village  have 
been  much  improved.  About  60  yards  of  out-fall  ditch 
has  been  piped  and  filled  in, 

Weston  Subedge — 

The  Water  supply  continues  to  meet  present 
demands,  an  isolated  tap  caused  some  inconvenience  in 
the  spring. 

The  schools  -were  closed  and  fumigated,  on 
account  of  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  in  January  last, 
one  death  occurred 

Peb  worth — 

The  schools  were  closed  and  fumigated  twice 
during  the  year  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  the  village,  and  to  the  fact  that  children 
actually  suffering  from  the  disease  had  been  in 
attendance  at  school. 

A  new7  railway  is  being  constructed  through  the 
South  Eastern  portion  of  the  district,  the  limited 
housing  accomodation  is  likely  to  be  the  cause  of  cases 
of  temporary  overcrowding. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  district  is  fairly  good. 

The  tabular  statements  appended  give  the  salient 
points  of  the  work  done  at  a  glance. 

Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation — 

The  district  of  this  Council  is  comprised  in  that 
of  the  Evesham  Joint  Hospital  Board  under  Provisional 


Orders,  which  Board  have  provided  Hospital  accommo¬ 
dation  for  infectious  diseases,  and  the  responsibility  of 
providing  any  further  accommodation  necessary  for  the 
treatment  of  smallpox  cases  devolves  on  that  Board.

Sanitation. 

Bakehouses. — Mr.  Tomlinson’s  Bakehouse  at  Pebworth.  There 
is  a  large  wash  cistern  adjoining  wall  of  bakehouse,  and  interior 
woodwork  requires  painting,  Mr.  Horace  Bishop  continues  to  use 
the  water  from  condemned  well. 

Smiths. — With  the  exception  of  one  at  Willersey  these  are  kept 
tidy.  Lime  washing  is  not  carried  out. 

With  regard  to  the  other  trades,  lighting  and  ventilation  are 
efficient,  and  they  are  free  from  noxious  odours. 

Outworkers. 

There  are  94  persons  working  as  Gloveresses.  This  work  is 
done  principally  by  members  of  one  family  in  one  or  other  of  the 
rooms  forming  part  of  the  house.  The  lighting,  ventilation  and  air 
space  is  in  all  cases  sufficient.  No  approach  to  overcrowding  exists. 
The  persons  and  houses  are  clean. 


At  Childswickham  a  child  is  employed,  Lola  Lambley  (age  12) 
daughter  of  Elizabeth  Lambley.  Jane  Sheward  (age  13),  daughter 
of  Emma  Sheward  of  Broad  Marston,  is  also  employed.
